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THE  TREASURER’S 
REPORT 

TO 

DONORS  AND  SUBSCRIBERS 
for  the  Year  ended  31  st  December,  1942. 


The  freedom  from  air-raids  which  the  Hospital  has  enjoyed, 
and  the  completion  of  all  temporary  repairs  to  the  parts  of  the 
Hospital  still  in  use,  have  enabled  the  Governors  and  Staff  of 
the  Hospital  to  direct  their  attention  to  consideration  of  the 
problems  of  the  reconstruction  and  re-organisation  which  will 
be  necessary  after  the  War. 

In  order  to  ensure  the  widest  possible  interchange  of  views 
and  to  co-ordinate  the  plans  and  ideas  of  the  different  interests 
concerned,  a  strong  Committee  has  been  set  up,  including 
representatives  of  the  Governors  of  the  Hospital,  the  Honorary 
Medical  Staff  and  the  Medical  School  Staff.  That  the  future 
of  the  Hospital  is  a  matter  which  should  receive  consideration 
and  be  planned  for  now,  rather  than  at  some  indefinite  future 
date,  is  a  contention  with  which  all  will  agree  ;  and  that  it  is 
the  policy  of  the  Government  to  make  plans  for  the  future  of 
the  Teaching  Hospitals  is  evidenced  by  the  Committee  of 
Enquiry  set  up  by  the  Minister  of  Health  under  the  Chairman¬ 
ship  of  Sir  William  Goodenough  to  report  on  this  very  problem. 
It  is  particularly  unfortunate  that,  in  this  matter,  the  Hospital 
cannot  have  the  benefit  of  the  advice  and  co-operation  of  so 
many  01  me  younger  Governors  and  members  of  the  Honorary 
Medical  Staff  owing  to  their  absence  on  service  with  H.M.  Forces. 

The  problems  confronting  the  Committee  are  many  and 
diverse  and  they  demand  close  and  careful  consideration.  It 
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is  the  avowed  object  of  the  Committee  to  plan  broadly  so  that 
when  the  time  comes  for  the  work  to  be  undertaken  the  new 
structure  shall  be  a  comprehensive  balanced  whole.  To  give 
those  interested  in  the  Hospital  some  idea  of  the  work  involved, 

I  will  mention  a  few  of  the  matters  under  consideration  :  the 
re-building  of  the  Hospital  (although  on  a  short  view  this 
might  be  regarded  as  affecting  the  re-building  of  the  Surgical 
Block  only,  it  is,  in  fact,  being  regarded  as  a  question  of  the 
re-planning  of  the  Hospital  and  School  as  a  whole)  ;  the  site 
required  ;  the  number  of  Patient  Beds  ;  the  accommodation 
for  special  Departments  ;  the  relationship  of  Department  to 
Department  and  the  necessity  of  their  proximity  to  each  other  ; 
and  the  assessment  of  the  accommodation  needed  in  the 
Hospital  in  the  light  of  the  needs  of  the  School.  These  are 
all  factors  governing  re-building  which  cannot  be  planned 
hurriedly,  and  will  serve  to  illustrate  the  importance  and 
complexity  of  the  work  with  which  the  Committee  is  faced. 
Other  matters  under  consideration  are  :  the  staffing  of  the 
Hospital ;  desirable  extensions  to  the  services  provided — for 
example,  the  dental  treatment  of  In-patients  ;  the  centralisa¬ 
tion  of  clinical  and  other  records  to  facilitate  the  linking  of 
treatment,  research  and  follow-up  ;  closer  collaboration 
between  the  Hospital  and  School  and  the  methods  by  which 
it  may  be  effected  ;  and  the  preparation  of  evidence  and 
information  for  Sir  William  Goodenough’s  Committee. 

As  the  damage  caused  by  enemy  action  has  been  repaired, 
the  number  of  beds  available  for  the  reception  of  Patients  has 
increased,  and  at  the  present  time  415  beds  are  available  at 
Guy’s  and  the  “  U.S.A.”  Annexe  near  Sevenoaks.  The  number 
of  Out-patients  continues  to  expand  and  is  now  approaching 
two-thirds  of  the  pre-war  figures.  It  is  intended  to  open  two 
Floors  of  Nuffield  House  for  the  reception  of  Private  Patients 
in  the  near  future,  and  consideration  will  be  given  to  any 
proposal  for  extending  the  activities  of  the  Hospital,  so  far  as 
it  may  be  practicable  under  existing  circumstances  and  does 
not  involve  subjecting  Patients  to  unnecessary  risks  by  housing 
them  in  damaged  or  unsafe  portions  of  the  Hospital. 

GOVERNORS  AND  STAFF. 

The  Court  is  very  gratified  that  the  following  gentlemen 
should  have  accepted  its  invitation  to  become  Governors  of 
the  Corporation  : —

Sir  Francis  Fremantle,  who  is  an  old  Guy’s  man,  has  become 
a  member  of  the  Joint  Committee  which  is  considering  the 
future  of  the  Hospital,  and  in  this  sphere  of  the  Hospital’s 
activities  his  assistance  will  be  invaluable.  Mr.  Granville 
Sharp  also  is  a  member  of  the  Joint  Committee,  and,  in  addition, 
is  serving  on  the  Emergency  Committee,  which  deals  with  the 
many  problems  constantly  arising  in  the  management  of  the 
Hospital  ;  his  legal  knowledge  and  specialised  experience 
make  his  help  doubly  welcome.  Mr.  H.  L.  D.  Walston  has 
joined  the  Estates  Committee,  and  as  a  landowner  with  a 
large  acreage  under  cultivation  he  is  particularly  qualified  to 
help  in  this  work.  Mr.  Walston  is  also  serving  as  a  member 
of  the  Emergency  Committee. 

The  Governors  are  especially  glad  to  welcome  back  Lt.-Col. 
E.  G.  S.  Walev,  on  his  return  from  Active  Service  abroad. 

Sir  Edward  S.  Baron,  who  was  elected  a  Governor  in  1984, 
and  Sir  Herbert  L.  Eason,  who  was  elected  a  Governor  in 
1937,  have  each  had  the  honour  of  Knighthood  conferred  on 
them  by  the  King,  and  the  Court  has  tendered  its  sincere 
congratulations  to  these  gentlemen  on  the  well-deserved 
distinction  conferred  upon  them. 

Professor  T.  B.  Johnston,  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital, 
reported  to  the  Court  that  he  would  shortly  reach  the  normal 
age  of  retirement.  He  was  unanimously  invited  to  continue 
in  office,  and  it  was  with  great  pleasure  that  the  Court  learned 
that  he  would  continue  to  shoulder  the  heavy  burdens  he  has 
been  carrying  from  the  outbreak  of  war.  The  organisation  of 
the  Guy’s  Sector  of  the  Emergency  Medical  Service  and  the 
planning  of  the  future  of  the  Hospital  and  School  are  only  two 
of  the  many  tasks  confronting  him  which  are  of  the  utmost 
importance  to  Guy’s,  and  the  Governors  are  glad  to  know  that 
they  can  continue  to  rely  on  his  help  and  advice. 

The  Governors  were  very  gratified  to  learn  that  Miss  E.  E.  P. 
MacManus,  the  Matron  of  Guy’s,  had  been  elected  President 
of  the  Boyal  College  of  Nursing.  This  is  a  well-deserved 
honour  and  a  tribute  to  the  very  valuable  services  which  she 
has  rendered  to  the  Nursing  profession.

Sir  W.  Arbuthnot  Lane,  Bt.,  C.B.,  M.S.,  E.R.C.S.,  Consulting 
Surgeon  to  the  Hospital,  died  on  January  11th,  1948.  One  of 
the  most  distinguished  Surgeons  in  the  history  of  Guy’s,  his 
death  is  deeply  regretted  by  the  Court. 

Mr.  M.  F.  Hopson,  Consulting  Dental  Surgeon  to  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  died  on  January  26th,  1948.  He  had  been  connected 
with  the  Dental  School  from  the  time  of  its  inception,  as  he 
was  the  first  Dental  Student  to  be  enrolled.  His  death  is 
widely  deplored,  and  particularly  by  his  colleagues  and  by 
many  generations  of  Guy’s  Students,  for  his  personality  had 
made  him  universally  beloved  and  respected. 

The  death  of  Mr.  C.  Lambrinudi,  Surgeon  in  charge  of  the 
Orthopaedic  Department,  is  a  particularly  heavy  blow  to  the 
Hospital,  as  he  was  a  member  of  the  active  staff,  and  his  early 
death  creates  a  gap  which  will  be  difficult  to  fill. 

The  list  of  members  of  the  Staff  who  would  normally  have 
retired  from  active  Hospital  work  but  have  willingly  agreed  to 
accept  the  Governors’  invitation  to  continue  to  hold  their  ap¬ 
pointments,  is  constantly  growing,  and  now  includes  Mr.  T.  B. 
Layton,  Senior  Surgeon  in  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Depart¬ 
ment  ;  Dr.  H.  C.  Cameron,  Physician  in  charge  of  the  Children’s 
Department ;  Mr.  R.  Davies  Colley,  Surgeon  to  the  Hospital ; 
Mr.  E.  Bocquet  Bull,  Dental  Surgeon  in  charge  of  the  Children’s 
Department ;  Dr.  J.  H.  Ryffel,  Clinical  Chemist ;  Dr.  W. 
Lindsay  Locke,  Radiologist ;  Mr.  H.  Chappie,  Obstetric 
Surgeon  ;  and  Professor  G.  W.  Nicholson,  Clinical  Microscopist. 
The  Court  finds  it  difficult  to  express  its  gratitude  to  these 
members  of  the  Staff  for  their  unselfish  devotion  to  the  interests 
of  Guy’s,  and  gladly  acknowledges  that  without  their  help  the 
services  of  the  Hospital  could  not  be  maintained  at  the  present 
high  standard. 

On  my  proposal,  with  the  unanimous  support  and  agreement 
of  the  Court,  Mr.  J.  E.  Humphery,  LL.D.,  has  been  elected 
Chairman  of  the  Hospital.  Originally  hesitant  of  accepting  the 
responsibilities  which  the  Governors  were  anxious  he  should 
undertake,  Mr.  Humphery  has  devoted  a  large  amount  of 
time  and  energy  to  the  interests  of  the  Hospital  that  is  beyond 
all  praise.  His  nomination  by  the  Committee  of  Chairmen  of 
the  London  Teaching  Hospitals  to  represent  them  before  the 
Goodenough  Committee  was  a  worthy  recognition  of  the  time 
and  care  which  he  had  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  needs  of 
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the  Teaching  Hospitals  as  a  whole,  and,  indeed,  it  would  be 
difficult  to  over-estimate  the  value  to  Guy’s  of  the  prominent 
part  which  its  Chairman  is  taking  in  major  matters  of  Hospital 
policy. 

PATIENTS. 

The  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  Patients  admitted  has 
continued — that  is,  in  comparison  with  the  figures  for  the 
early  part  of  1941  ;  and  in  some  Departments,  notwithstanding 
the  facilities  for  evacuation  to  Base  Hospitals,  it  has  been 
necessary  to  start  a  waiting  list.  The  amount  of  Patients’ 
contributions  is  also  increasing,  and  this  is  not  only  due  to 
the  numbers  admitted  ;  higher  wages  and  the  almost  entire 
absence  of  unemployment  have  made  it  possible  for  individual 
Patients  to  contribute  more  towards  the  cost  of  their  main¬ 
tenance.  Striking  evidence  of  the  relative  prosperity  of  the 
average  Patient  is  shown  by  the  fact  that,  in  1939,  210  out 
of  8,494  Patients  who  were  assessed — approximately  6  per  cent. 
— had  incomes  between  £4  and  £5  per  week,  while,  in  1942, 
out  of  1,674  Patients  assessed,  233 — approximately  14  per 
cent.— Chad  incomes  of  this  figure. 

A  new  system  of  keeping  Patients’  records,  on  tlio  card  index 
principle,  has  been  adopted,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  do 
much  to  facilitate  easy  reference  and  the  preparation  of 
statistics. 

With  the  object  of  expediting  the  return  to  work  of  injured 
employees  of  Firms  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  munitions 
and  materials  of  vital  importance,  special  arrangements  have 
been  introduced  in  connection  with  the  Front  Surgery  and  the 
Out-patient  Department.  Special  “  priority  ”  cards  have  been 
issued  to  a  number  of  firms,  the  importance  of  which  was 
vouched  for  by  the  appropriate  Government  Departments,  and 
are  issued  by  them  to  injured  employees  who  are  sent  to  the 
Hospital.  The  presentation  of  a  “  priority  ”  card  ensures  for 
the  Patient  immediate  attention  and  priority  over  all  other 
Patients  with  the  exception  of  emergency  cases.  In  this  way 
a  saving  of  from  half-an-hour  to  two  hours  has  been  effected 
in  each  case,  a  matter  of  considerable  importance  when,  as 
frequently  happens  in  connection  with  minor  injuries,  the 
Patient  is  able  to  return  to  work  after  receiving  treatment. 
The  use  made  of  the  “  priority  ”  cards  is  carefully  supervised 
to  ensure  that  they  are  restricted  to  key-workers.  Introduced 
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as  an  experiment  for  a  trial  period,  the  scheme  has  proved 
successful  and,  it  is  understood,  is  being  adopted  by  other 
Hospitals. 

The  appointments  system  for  Out-patients,  the  introduction 
of  which  scheme  was  reported  last  year,  has  been  continued 
and  is  proving  a  very  great  success.  There  is  a  considerable 
reduction  in  the  interval  between  the  Patient’s  arriyal  in  the 
Out-patient  Department  and  his  examination  by  the  member 
of  the  Staff  concerned  under  the  appointments  scheme, 
compared  with  the  previous  arrangements. 


NURSING,  MASSAGE,  MIDWIFERY  AND 

RADIOGRAPHY  SCHOOLS. 

There  has  been  no  lack  of  entrants  to  these  Schools  during 
1942,  and  the  examination  results  continue  to  be  entirely 
satisfactory.

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The  Nurses  in  some  cases  are  working  under  very  difficult 
conditions,  especially  when  stationed  at  base  Hospitals  where 
the  Patient  bed  accommodation  has  been  expanded  dispro¬ 
portionately  to  the  expansion  in  staff  accommodation.  Many 
have  to  be  billeted  in  private  houses,  sometimes  at  a  distance 
from  the  Hospital,  but  they  face  cheerfully  the  discomfort  and 
inconvenience  of  travelling  in  uniform  in  all  kinds  of  weather. 
The  contribution  of  the  Nursing  Staff  to  the  war  effort  is  sub¬ 
stantial,  as  witnessed  by  the  fact  that  before  the  War,  with  a 
staff  of  480,  nursing  was  provided  for  700  beds  ;  whereas  now, 
with  a  staff  of  approximately  600,  nursing  is  provided  for  over 
1,500  beds. 

The  Sisters  and  Teachers  in  charge  of  the  various  Training 
Schools  continue  to  give  invaluable  service  in  preparing  the 
pupils  for  their  real  work,  and  the  devoted  service  of  the 
Senior  Sisters  in  charge  of  Wards  and  Departments  is  beyond 
all  praise.  It  is  difficult  to  single  out  one  individual  when  so 
many  have  done  so  much,  but  reference  must  be  made  to  Miss 
Wittrick,  the  Deputy  Matron  at  Guy’s,  who  has  so  cheerfully 
and  successfully  contended  with  the  difficulties  presented  by 
war-time  conditions  in  a  Hospital  which  has  suffered  so  much 
from  enemy  action. 

The  regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  requiring  women 
students  to  complete  their  studies  before  the  end  of  their 
twentieth  year  has  necessitated  a  reduction  in  the  age  of  entry 
to  the  Schools  of  Massage  and  Radiography.  This  war-time 
measure  is  viewed  with  grave  concern,  for  few  girls  are  suffi¬ 
ciently  mature  at  17J  to  undertake  this  kind  of  training. 
Further,  by  excluding  girls  of  18J  and  older,  the  normal  age 
for  entry,  the  regulation  is  reducing  the  number  of  students 
at  a  time  when  the  Hospitals  are  short  of  Massage  Staff  and 
the  Ministry  of  Health  is  urging  them  to  expand  their  facilities 
for  rehabilitation. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Rushcliffe  Committee  on 
Nurses’  Salaries  are  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Governors. 
It  is  interesting  to  record  that  the  scales  of  salaries  at  Guy’s 
require  relatively  little  modification  to  bring  them  up  to  the 
recommended  scales.  In  fact,  it  is  considered  that  the  scale 
recommended  for  Ward  Sisters  is  too  low  and  does  not 
represent  an  adequate  rate  of  remuneration  for  this  particularly 
highly  skilled  and  devoted  section  of  the  staff. 
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ADMINISTRATION. 

The  formation  of  a  Committee  of  the  Chairmen  of  the  London 
Teaching  Hospitals  has  been  an  exceedingly  valuable  step  in 
the  co-ordination  of  Hospital  work,  and  it  is  hoped  that  before 
long  it  will  be  found  possible  to  create  a  body  which  can 
represent  all  the  Teaching  Hospitals  throughout  the  country. 
The  importance  of  such  a  body,  which  could  represent  the 
Hospitals  in  any  negotiations  which  may  be  necessary  with 
the  Ministry  of  Health  when  the  recommendations  of  the 
Goodenough  Committee  are  available,  cannot  be  over¬ 
emphasised. 

The  Caleb  and  Diplock  Wards  are  again  in  use  for  the 
accommodation  of  children,  and  two  floors  of  the  York  Clinic 
are  being  used  for  the  accommodation  of  medical  cases.  The 
Dental  School  proposes  to  return  from  Tunbridge  Wells  to 
Guy’s  in  October,  1948,  but  the  Medical  School  has  decided  to 
remain  there  for  the  time  being.  The  Clinical  Research  Unit, 
under  Dr.  R.  T.  Grant,  has  been  transferred  to  Newcastle 
temporarily  in  order  to  carry  out  special  investigations  in 
connection  with  Industrial  Accident  cases.  The  Domiciliary 
Midwifery  Service  is  again  in  full  operation,  and  districts  pre¬ 
viously  administered  by  Southwark  Borough  Council  are  now 
included  in  the  area  covered  by  the  Midwives  operating  from 
Guy’s  ;  the  number  of  confinements  at  home  is  rapidly 
increasing  as  compared  with  1940-1941,  when  almost  all 
Mothers  elected  to  be  evacuated  to  Maternity  Homes  in  the 
country. 

In  order  to  save  the  time  of  the  members  of  the  Medical 
Staff  and  to  ensure  that  reports  on  their  patients  are  forwarded 
to  the  Doctors  concerned  with  a  minimum  of  delay,  a  secre¬ 
tarial  service  is  now  provided  in  the  Out-patient  Department. 
This  facility,  previously  in  many  cases  provided  by  members 
of  the  Staff  at  their  own  expense,  is  of  great  value  in  view  of 
the  reduced  number  of  Medical  Staff  available. 

A  great  deal  has  been  done  by  the  British  Hospital  Asso¬ 
ciation  and  the  London  Voluntary  Hospitals  Committee  to 
secure  uniform  rates  of  wages,  and  the  recommendations  for 
Pharmacists,  Masseuses,  Radiographers,  Porters  and  Domestic 
Servants  have  all  been  adopted  at  Guy’s. 
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ACCOUNTS  AND  FINANCE. 

The  surplus  of  income  over  expenditure  is  slightly  lower,  at 
£8,988,  than  it  was  for  the  previous  year,  but  additional 
expenditure  to  which  the  Hospital  has  been  committed — the 
full  effect  of  which  has  not  yet  been  felt,  and  in  particular  the 
higher  scales  of  salaries  payable  to  the  Nursing  Staff  under 
the  recommendations  of  the  Rushcliffe  Committee  on  Nursing 
Salaries,  will  increase  expenditure  in  subsequent  years  to  such 
an  extent  that  income  must  not  only  be  maintained  but 
increased  if  an  adverse  balance  is  to  be  avoided. 

The  surplus  referred  to  above  is  the  difference  between 
ordinary  income  and  ordinary  expenditure,  and,  in  addition  to 
this,  free  legacies  amounting  to  £80,899  were  available  for 
allocation  by  the  Governors.  This  sum  has  been  dealt  with 
by  placing  £863  to  the  Land  and  Buildings  Account  to  meet 
special  expenditure  incurred  during  the  year  and  the  balance 
to  the  General  Fund.

The  amounts  received  from  voluntary  gifts  show  most 
forcibly  that,  notwithstanding  increased  taxation,  the  public 
as  a  whole  are  still  very  much  interested  in  their  Hospitals,  and 
the  increase  in  receipts  from  patients  and  their  societies  is 
indicative  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  treated. 
Legacies  again  amount  to  a  very  substantial  figure,  and  the 
Governors  are  particularly  glad  that  it  has  not  been  necessary 
to  use  this  income  for  general  maintenance,  and  that  it  has 
been  possible  to  earmark  it  for  development  and  future 
contingencies. 
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Expenditure  shows  two  remarkable  fluctuations — namely, 
the  increases  under  the  heads  of  “  Wages — Other  Officers  ” 
and  “  Establishment,  Repairs  and  Renewals.”  The  first  of 
these  is  due  to  increases  in  the  numbers  of  Porters,  Daily 
Cleaners,  etc.,  employed,  but  even  more  to  the  substantial 
increases  in  wages  which  have  been  granted  to  the  lower  grades 
of  employees  ;  in  particular,  the  rate  of  wage  of  Daily  Cleaners 
is  almost  double  the  pre-war  figure.  The  second  item  is  not 
so  much  due  to  increases  in  staff  or  wages  in  the  Works 
Department  as  to  the  fact  that  in  1941  every  man  who  could 
be  spared  was  engaged  in  the  repair  of  damage  caused  by 
enemy  action,  and  expenditure  on  this  work  does  not  appear 
in  the  Hospital  accounts  as  it  is  the  subject  of  a  special  claim 
on  the  War  Damage  Commission.  In  1942  it  has  been  possible 
to  use  these  employees  on  their  normal  work  of  cleaning, 
painting  and  carrying  out  repairs  in  the  Hospital,  and,  in 
particular,  to  deal  with  some  of  the  arrears  of  maintenance 
work  which  had  accumulated  during  the  years  1940  and  1941. 

The  Balance  Sheet  contains  figures  which  at  first  sight  might 
be  thought  to  require  attention.  I  refer  particularly  to  the 
large  amount  of  cash  in  hand.  Two  or  three  unusual  items 
account  for  this  ;  firstly,  there  is  included  in  Creditors  a  figure 
of  £20,000,  being  the  estimated  liability  for  Excess  Profits  Tax 
on  the  profits  made  on  the  Hospital’s  farming  activities  in 
Essex.  In  order  to  free  the  Estate  Agent  the  Governors 
accepted  the  cash  held  against  this  liability,  and,  of  course,  had 
to  bring  into  the  books  a  corresponding  liability.  Secondly, 
over  £5,000  had  been  collected  from  investments  on  behalf  of 
the  Medical  School,  and  illness  and  shortage  in  the  accountancy 
staff  prevented  the  calculation  and  payment  of  this  sum  before 
the  end  of  the  year  ;  and,  thirdly,  unusual  increases  in  the 
unsettled  balances  between  inter-related  Hospital  activities — 
e.g.,  Estates,  Medical  School,  Dental  Hospital,  Nuffield  House, 
York  Clinic,  etc.,  account  for  approximately  £15,000,  which 
appears  as  Creditors  with  corresponding  cash  entries.  The 
true  creditors  for  goods  and  services  supplied  to  the  Hospital 
amount  to  only  £30,000  in  round  figures. 

Sundry  Debtors  is  also  a  subtantial  item,  and  includes 
£4,083  due  from  the  War  Damage  Commission,  £33,767  due 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health — largely  for  special  expenditure 
incurred  on  their  behalf  and  by  arrangement  with  them,  and 
£2,977  due  from  the  Kent  County  Council  in  settlement  of 
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services  provided  by  Guy’s  to  the  Guy's  Staff  in  the  Kent 
County  Council  Hospitals. 

Last  year  it  was  stated  that  it  was  hoped  to  clear  up  the 
outstanding  internal  loan  funded  with  the  Charity  Commis¬ 
sioners.  Although  sufficient  funds  are  available  for  this 
purpose  this  has  not  been  done  owing  to  the  restrictions  on 
and  the  difficulties  in  connection  with  finding  suitable  invest¬ 
ments.  Very  large  amounts  of  Government  Stocks  are  already 
held  by  the  Hospital,  and  the  Governors  are  of  the  opinion 
that,  in  order  to  prevent  undue  losses  if  forced  realisation 
should  be  necessary  at  a  later  date,  a  wider  range  in  the  dates 
of  maturity  of  investments,  and  a  greater  variety  in  the 
securities  held,  is  desirable  ;  hence  the  purchases  in  land  and 
the  investments  in  Australia  Stock  and  in  other  securities. 
As  soon  as  sufficient  investments  suitable  for  deposit  with  the 
Charity  Commissioners  can  be  obtained,  redemption  of  the 
loan  will  be  carried  out. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  old  debt  on  the  Land,  Buildings 
and  Equipment  Fund  has  been  cleared,  and  that  a  very  small 
amount  is  in  hand  towards  rebuilding.  Cash  in  hand  exceeds 
liabilities,  and  the  General  Fund  is  in  credit  to  the  extent  of 
£65,696,  this  latter  sum  being  available  for  any  purpose.  This 
state  of  affairs  is  considered  satisfactory,  and  I  am  greatly 
indebted  to  those  Governors  and  members  of  the  Staff  who 
have  taken  a  special  interest  in  the  finances  of  the  Hospital 
and  whose  guidance  has  so  largely  contributed  to  the  present 
position. 

ESTATES. 

The  following  Farms  and  land  have  been  added  to  the 
Herefordshire  Estate  since  the  last  Beport  : — 

Tresseck  Farm  . . .  195  Acres. 

Bigglestone  Farm 

Cubberley  Meadows 

Lower  Court  Farm 

These  properties,  with  one  or  two  small  plots  of  land  inter¬ 
mixed  with  land  belonging  to  the  Hospital,  represent  the  whole 
of  the  lands  which  it  has  been  found  possible  to  acquire.  The 
competition  for  good  farms  is  so  keen  that  prices  have  risen 
to  an  extent  which  now  prevents  the  Hospital  from  making 
investments  which  will  show  a  reasonable  return. 
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The  Timber  on  the  Estate  is  being  heavily  depleted.  A 
number  of  woodlands,  notably  those  at  Harewood,  Timberline 
and  Aconbury  have  been  cleared  almost  entirely  in  order  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Supply,  and  although 
substantial  sums  have  been,  or  will  be,  received,  it  has  been 
considered  necessary  to  keep  most  of  the  money  in  hand  to 
provide  for  re-afforestation.  Very  little  can  be  done  to 
maintain  the  farmhouses  and  buildings,  as  building  materials 
are  almost  unobtainable,  labour  is  very  scarce,  and,  in  any 
event,  the  majority  of  the  Estate  workmen  have  been  called 
up  for  service  with  the  Forces.  The  difference  between  the 
normal  proportion  of  rents  allowed  for  repairs  and  the  actual 
amount  expended  has,  therefore,  been  added  to  the  Repairs 
Reserve  Fund. 

In  the  last  Report  reference  was  made  to  the  improvements 
and  additions  which  would  be  needed  after  the  war,  and  with 
a  view  to  preparing  a  plan  for  the  development  of  the  Estate 
all  Tenants  are  being  asked  to  supply  a  schedule  of  their 
requirements — e.g.,  additional  cottages  or  alterations  to  farm 
buildings,  etc.  The  proposed  additions  will  be  examined  and 
graded  according  to  urgency  and  needs,  and  plans  will  be  pre¬ 
pared  for  putting  as  much  of  the  work  in  hand  as  funds  and 
conditions  after  the  War  permit. 

The  sale  of  the  Essex  Estates  terminated  the  Hospital’s 
farming  activities  and  during  the  year  the  realisation  of  the 
Farm  stock  and  crops  has  been  completed.  A  considerable 
profit  has  been  made,  but,  unfortunately,  the  Hospital  will 
derive  little  benefit,  as  it  has  been  decided  by  the  Inland 
Revenue  that  this  amount  is  liable  to  Excess  Profits  Tax. 
Of  the  sum  of  £80,000  received  to  date  from  Messrs.  Strutt  & 
Parker  £20,000  has  had  to  be  set  aside  as  provision  for  the 
Excess  Profits  Tax  liability,  the  exact  amount  of  which  has 
not  yet  been  agreed. 

The  Governors  congratulate  Mr.  R.  M.  IIolland-Martin  on 
his  recovery  from  his  recent  serious  illness,  and  it  has  given 
them  keen  satisfaction  to  know  that  he  has  resumed  his 
activities  as  Chairman  of  the  Estates  Committee.  This  is  a 
most  onerous  task,  and  Mr.  Holland-Martin  has  shouldered 
it  for  very  many  years  with  the  happiest  results  for  the  Hospital. 
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APPEALS. 

The  increase  in  the  income  from  voluntary  sources  reported 
last  year  has  been  maintained.  Subscriptions  and  ordinary 
donations  also  increased,  though  these  were  partly  offset  by 
the  reduction  in  Box  collections  and  Flag  Day  receipts.  The 
outstanding  increase  is  due  to  the  exhibition  of  the  Hospital 
Film,  which  has  brought  in  almost  £5,000  more  than  the 
previous  year.  It  cannot  be  expected,  however,  that  this  will 
continue.  The  Hospital  is  particularly  indebted  to  Mr.  J. 
Arthur  Rank  and  Mr.  S.  F.  Ditcham  for  permission  to  exhibit 
the  Film  and  to  collect  in  fifty  Odeon  Cinemas  and  other  film 
circuits.  They  have  given  invaluable  assistance  in  connection 
with  the  arrangements,  and  have  provided  copies  of  the  film 
free  of  cost,  as  well  as  providing  free  distribution  to  the 
Cinemas  concerned. 

Sir  Herbert  Brent  Grotrian,  who,  during  the  last  three  years, 
has  been  acting  as  Chairman  of  the  Appeal  Committee, 
requested  that,  on  account  of  pressure  of  business,  he  should 
be  relieved  of  this  work  on  the  return  of  Lt.-Col.  E.  G.  S.  Waley 
from  active  service  with  the  Army.  The  Governors  acceded 
to  this  request  with  regret,  and  Colonel  Waley  has  resumed 
the  Chairmanship  of  the  Appeal  Committee.  No  praise  is  too 
high  for  the  work  Sir  Herbert  Grotrian  has  performed  for  the 
Hospital  during  the  past  three  years.  During  a  period  of 
unprecedented  difficulty  new  records  in  the  amounts  obtained 
have  been  set  up,  and  the  total  of  voluntary  gifts  far  exceeds 
the  most  sanguine  estimates.  At  the  unanimous  request  of 
my  fellow-Governors,  I  wish  to  place  on  record  our  very  great 
appreciation  and  our  gratitude  to  Sir  Herbert  Brent  Grotrian 
for  the  keen  interest  he  has  shown  and  the  very  valuable 
services  he  has  rendered.  The  Governors  are  indeed  glad  that 
Colonel  Waley  has  agreed  to  resume  the  Chairmanship  of  the 
Appeal  Committee — an  office  which  he  held  for  many  years 
before  the  War.  The  Hospital  is  extremely  fortunate  to  have 
Colonel  Waley  to  undertake  this  work,  following  the  withdrawal 
of  Sir  Herbert  Grotrian. 

The  most  pressing  need  at  the  present  time  is  gifts  to  the 
Re-Building  Fund.  A  great  deal  of  preliminary  work  in  the 
preparation  of  plans,  acquisition  of  sites,  etc.,  has  to  be  done, 
and  funds  for  this  purpose  are  urgently  required.  While 
tendering  our  sincere  thanks  to  all  who  have  so  generously 
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contributed  to  the  funds  of  Guy’s  during  the  past  year,  my 
fellow-Governors  and  I  express  the  earnest  hope  that  everyone 
interested  will  do  their  utmost  to  make  or  influence  gifts  to 
the  Re-Building  Fund,  so  that,  in  the  centuries  to  come,  the 
new  Guy’s  may  be  a  monument  worthy  of  the  important  part 
which  the  Hospital  has  taken  and  continues  to  take  in 
preserving  the  health  of  the  nation.

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DEAN’S  REPORT,  1941-42 


THE  MEDICAL  SCHOOL 

During  the  past  year,  reduction  in  the  teaching  strength  of  the 
school,  which  might  be  considered  to  have  already  reached  its 
minimum,  has  been  less  than  in  the  previous  war  years.  Of  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  senior  staff,  Mr.  Gibberd,  Mr.  Atkins  and  Mr.  Stamm 
have  joined  the  services,  and  Mr.  Doherty  has  succeeded  Mr. 
Gibberd  as  Acting  Sub-Dean,  while  the  gap  among  the  Registrars 
has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  two  Medical  Tutors  and  one 
Surgical  Tutor. 

Air  Commodore  Conybeare  has  recently  been  able  to  give  a  hand 
with  the  teaching  at  Guy’s,  but  Professor  Ryle’s  services  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  call  him  out  of  London  more  often  than  they  did 
last  year. 

Owing  to  the  reduction  of  the  Clinical  Period  to  30  months  it  was 
decided  in  July,  1942,  to  combine  the  appointment  of  Surgical  Ward 
Clerk  and  the  Preliminary  Clinical  Period  Class  and,  owing  to  the 
lull  in  the  night  attacks  on  London  and  the  opening  of  more  beds 
-at  Guy’s  these  two  appointments  were  moved  from  Pembury  to 
Guv’s.  The  condensation  of  the  Clinical  Period  has  also  necessi- 
fated  the  establishment  of  additional  courses  in  Ophthalmology, 
Radiology  and  Public  Health. 

The  Pre-Clinical  School  has  so  far  retained  the  services  of  last 
year’s  teachers,  but  the  large  classes  necessary  for  the  preservation 
of  the  school’s  financial  integrity  put  a  heavy  tax  on  their  time  and 
also  on  the  space  in  which  the  classes  are  held. 

The  financial  position  of  the  school  continues  to  be  satisfactory. 
After  setting  aside  the  agreed  £3,000  towards  the  reduction  of  the 
debt  on  the  Pathology  P>lock,  the  school  accounts  showed  a  credit 
balance  of  £383. 

The  total  number  of  Medical  Students  in  attendance  during  the 
Session  1941-42  was  593,  and  of  that  number  118  obtained  a  regis¬ 
trable  qualification  during  the  year. 

26  students  obtained  the  M.B.,  B.S.  Degree  of  the  University  of 
London,  2  the  B.M.,  B.Ch.  Degree  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  and 
10  the  M.B.,  B.Ch.  Degree  of  the  University  of  Cambridge. 
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Higher  qualifications  obtained  were  as  follows  : — M.D.(Lond.)  2  ; 
D.M.(Oxon.)  2  ;  F.R.C.S.(Eng.)  6  ;  M.R.C.P.(LomL)  2  . 

THE  DENTAL  SCHOOL 

The  decrease  in  the  number  of  students  entering  the  Dental 
Schools  generally  during  the  last  year  or  so  has  also  affected  this 
School.  At  the  present  time  the  entry  of  students  is  only  a  little 
over  50  per  cent,  of  the  average  entry  in  normal  times.  Apart 
from  the  serious  effect  this  must  have  on  the  dental  profession  as  a 
whole,  it  naturally  affects  very  seriously  the  income  of  the  school, 
made  up  as  it  mostly  is  from  Student’s  Fees.  The  earnest  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  Dental  Council  is  being  given  to  this  matter. 

The  accounts  for  the  year  1941-42  showed  a  deficit  of  £544,  a 
fall  in  Income  from  Student’s  Fees,  following  the  reduction  in  the 
number  of  students  in  attendance,  being  largely  responsible  for  the 
deficit. 

The  total  number  of  Dental  Students  in  attendance  during  the 
Session  1941-42  was  260,  of  whom  6  obtained  the  B.D.S.  Degree  of 
the  University  of  London  and  58  obtained  the  Licence  in  Dental 
Surgery  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England. 

THE  MEDICAL  AND  DENTAL  SCHOOLS 

With  a  view  to  ensuring  that  the  Junior  Staff  representatives  on 
the  School  Council  would  be  able  to  present  the  views  of  the  Junior 
Staff  as  a  whole,  the  Governors  of  the  Schools  have  approved  of 
the  institution  of  a  Junior  Staff  Committee.  They  have  also 
approved  of  an  increase  in  the  representation  of  the  Junior  Staff  on 
the  School  Council  from  two  to  four. 

A  temporary  scheme  has  been  instituted  for  the  compulsory 
medical  examination  of  students  whereby  X-ray  examination  of 
chests  along  with  the  Schick  and  Mantoux  Tests  will  be  carried 
out  at  entrance  or  soon  after,  and  repeated  within  six  months  of 
entering  the  Clinical  Period. 

The  Schools,  during  the  Session  1940-41,  incurred  a  large  deficit 
on  the  working  of  the  Hostels  in  Tunbridge  Wells,  but  the  increased 
charge  for  Board-Residence,  from  £2  to  £2  5s.  0 d.  a  week,  has 
adequately  corrected  this  and  during  the  Session  1941-42  the  Hostels 
were  self-supporting.  This  improvement  was  largely  responsible 
for  the  Medical  School’s  ability  in  the  year  1941-42  to  set  aside  the 
agreed  sum  of  £8,000  in  reduction  of  the  loan  for  the  building  of 
the  new  Pathology  Block. 

In  the  Tunbridge  Wells  area  4  platoons  of  the  Guy’s  Unit  of  the 
Home  Guard  are  now  part  of  the  Reserve  Mobile  Unit  of  the  Local 
Battalion,  while  a  medical  Platoon  is  trained  for  emergency  work 
at  Pembury  Hospital. 
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At  Guy’s  a  platoon  attached  to  the  15th  London  Home  Guard 
Battalion  has  been  organised,  and  students  joining  this  unit  get 
training  both  in  drill  and  musketry  as  well  as  in  stretcher-bearing, 
first-aid,  air-raid  casualty  reception,  etc. 

Students  posted  to  the  County  Hospital,  Farnborough,  are 
attached  to  the  local  battalion  of  The  Royal  West  Kent  Regiment. 
Instruction  is  almost  identical  with  that  given  to  the  students  at 
Guy’s. 

During  vacations  students  volunteer  for  agricultural  work, 
largely  in  the  Tunbridge  Wells  district. 

During  the  year  the  school  workshop  in  Tunbridge  Wells  has  set 
up  five  lathes  and  students  and  staff  are  engaged  on  munition 
wTork  in  their  spare  time. 

The  Grant  to  the  Schools  from  the  Court  of  the  University  of 
London  was  continued  at  the  pre-war  amount  for  the  Session 
1941-42. 

Eleven  Guy’s  men  have  received  decorations  during  the  past 
year,  and  nine  have  been  mentioned  in  despatches.

I  bequeath,  free  of  duty ,  to  the  President  and  Governors  of  the  Hospital, 
founded  at  the  sole  costs  and  charges  of  Thomas  Guy,  Esquire,  the  sum 
of  £  to  be  used  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  said  Hospital  * 

Legacy  for  the  Re-Endowment  Fund. 

I  bequeath,  free  of  duty,  to  the  President  and  Governors  of  the  Hospital, 
founded  at  the  sole  costs  and  charges  of  Thomas  Guy,  Esquire,  the  sum 
of  £  upon  trust  to  invest,  and  keep  invested,  the  same 

in  such  investment  as  the  said  Corporation  shall  think  fit  ( with  power  to 
vary  investments).  And  upon  further  trust  to  use  the  annual  income 
thereof  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  said  Hospital .* 

Legacy  to  Endow  a  Bed  (£1,000) ;  or  a  Cot  (£500). 

I  bequeath,  free  of  duty,  to  the  President  and  Governors  of  the  Hospital, 
founded  at  the  sole  costs  and  charges  of  Thomas  Guy,  Esquire,  the  sum 
of  £  in  trust  to  endow  a  bed  or  cot  in  the  said 

Hospital,  to  be  designated  the . bed  or  cot  * 

Gift  of  Residue  or  Share  of  Residue. 

After  making  specific  gifts  of  property,  stocks,  shares  or  cash, 
proceed  as  follows  : — 

I  devise  and  bequeath  all  my  real  and  personal  property  not  hereby 
otherwise  disposed  of  unto  my  Trustees  upon  trust  that  my  Trustees  shall 
sell,  call  in  and  convert  into  money  the  same  or  such  part  thereof  as  shall 
not  consist  of  money,  and  shall  with  and  out  of  the  monies  produced  by 
such  sale ,  calling  in  and  conversion,  and  with  and  out  of  my  ready  money 
pay  my  funeral  and  testamentary  expenses  and  debts  and  the  legacies 
bequeathed  by  this  my  Will  or  any  Codicil  hereto  and  the  duty  on  such 
legacies  as  are  given  free  of  duty,  and  shall  stand  possessed  of  the  residue 
of  the  said  monies  : — 

In  Trust  (as  to  one  equal  half  thereof));  for  the  President  and  Governors 
of  the  Hospital,  founded  at  the  sole  costs  and  charges  of  Thomas  Guy, 
Esquire,  to  be  used  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  said  Hospital .* 

*At  the  end  of  the  form  used,  add  the  following  : — 

And  I  declare  that  the  receipt  of  the  Treasurer,  or  other  proper  Officer  for  the 
time  being  of  the  said  Hospital,  shall  be  a  sufficient  discharge  to  my  Executors 
for  the  said  legacy  or  gift  of  residue. 

t Omit  words  in  brackets  (  )  if  the  whole  of  the  residue  is  to  go  to  the  Hospital. 

By  an  Act  for  conferring  further  powers  on  the  President  and  Governors 
of  Guy’s  Hospital,  61  Viet.,  Ch.  vi,  it  is  provided  that  notwithstanding 
anything  in  the  Mortmain  Acts  contained,  any  person,  body  or  corporation 
may  grant,  sell,  deliver,  convey,  devise  or  bequeath  to  the  use  of,  or  in 
trust  for  the  Corporation,  any  land,  and  the  Corporation  may  from  time 
to  time  purchase,  receive  and  hold  land  up  to  an  aggregate  yearly  value 
of  Sixty  Thousand  Pounds  (exclusive  of  the  site  of  the  Hospital).
